a EAR LIFE: 
The letter of ‘* Demarest Lloyd,

in one of 
your recent issues, leads me to write and tell you 
how the matter appears to an English visitor. 

When I got here about two months ago my first 
impression was that the New York autos must be 
stricken with some sort of paralysis. They seem to 
creep about as if they were ashamed to 
be seen out. I have not yet seen one 
go at anything which could be called 
speed, Fhen I learned about your 
speed limits for the suppression of au- 
tomobilism. 

Much to my astenishment, I never- 
theless see in your papers accounts of 
various accidents, people run down, 
and so on. Ialso read of chauffeurs 
who run away when they have knocked 
some one over, 

Isee and read about numerous ar- 
rests for exceeding the speed limits of 
eight and ten miles an hour in and out of the Park respectively, and 
of fines being imposed for such * offences,’’ until I have ceased to 
wonder that autos run away from such “justice” when they get the 
chance. 

When one is fined for imaginaty offences one is naturally impelled 


sometimes to wish to get one’s money’s worth ; like the man who, ina 
certain English court, was fined £2 for contempt of court. On offer- 
ing a £5 note he was told they gave nochange. ‘Oh, never mind,” 
said he, ‘ I’ll take it out in contempt.” 

I have only on one occasion auto’d in New York myself, and had 
not got two miles before I was stopped twice by the police for going 
the speed of a lame duck. 

Things used to be about half as bad as this in England when bi- 
cycles came into fashion, but the police soon dropped it when the pub- 
lic came to learn that a bicycle is under better control than a horse. 
Now cyclists never get into trouble, but not because they ride any 
slower or are any fewer in number. 

No doubt the result will be the same here, in time, with the autos, 
but as things are, I have often wondered the poor owners do not call 
a mass meeting and rush up and down Broadway en masse at twenty- 
five miles an hour, by way of protest. 

If your autophobilist is ever in England, ask him to look me up, 
and I will give him a run at a speed which, while perfectly safe, shall 
also make an auto worth having. 

I sincerely hope that by the time I come over again, and may that 
time come soon, the American people will have seen the injustice of 
such absurd speed limits being enforced against one type of vehicle 
only, and that the safest and most easily controlled.

lished evidence in a theatrical lawsuit, which shows that where theatre- 





tickets are sold in New York City for two dollars and a half, an ad- 
vance of fifty cents on the advertised price of each ticket, twenty-five 
cents of this advance goes to the manager of the theatre. 

This explains, of course, why the innocent citizen who takes the 
trouble to go to the box-office, no matter how much in advance, never 
finds anything but seats in the last two or three rows. Such announce - 
ments as ‘** Orchestra chairs, two dollars” and *‘ Seats four weeks in 
idvance ’ are, of course, meant for credulous persons who are unac- 
juainted with the devious and crooked ways of the Theatrical Trust. 

Cabmen are licensed by the city. So are the theatres. If a cabman 
overcharges a citizen his license may be taken away. If the theatres 
swindle the public by exacting more than the advertised price for seats, 


t would seem as though that might provide a good reason for the

y tee secret of the popularity of District Attorney Jerome and Gov- 
ernor Felk, of Missouri, is that they do things. The conve 

tional office-holder doesn't do things. He gets himself elected and 
then confines his efforts to routine duties, to granting favors to those 
who helped elect him and to laying pipe in the regulation way for 
future political preferment \ large part of his stock in trade is re- 
fraining from doing things. Thorough enforcement of the laws often 


causes inconvenience, and the old-style office-holder makes friends 
and influence by not doing things that he ought to do and that he has 
sworn to do. 

Judge Jerome's activity in the matter of the safety of New York 
theatres is a case in illustration. Whenall America was roused by 
the criminal and preventable horrors of the Iroquois fire, the old-stvie 
officials of New York had to put up at least a pretence of doing some- 
thing. Mayor McClelian called for reports on the condition of the 
theatres and ordered his subordinates to make an investigation. As 
a result, one or two theatres whose managers had no political influence 
were ordered closed and remained so fora little white. Other well- 
known fire-traps, notoriously one of the worst, whose part owner is a 
leading Tammany politician, were not closed at all but were ordered 
to make changes, the amount of the changes being largely determined 
by the ** pull” their owners and managers could bring to bear. And 
there action stopped. 

rhe responsibility for the safety of human life in our theatres is a 
divided one. The Departments of Building, Fire and Police each 
have a share init. Back of them all, however, is the Mayor, who can 
call each of them to account and compel them to work together to the 
general safety. 

Unfortunately, Mayor McClellan is an official of the old type,whois 
tied down by the machine methods which govern New York, and which 


gave him his office. Lire has no doubt he would like to do his full 
duty in the matter, but the iafluences brought to bear upon him and 
his subordinates are such that inaction ora pretence of action an- 
swers all that the public requires, and makes it casy for everybody 
concerned, 

With other officers doing their duty there would be no call for Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome to take any cognizance of the condition of the 
theatres. But the scandal has become pronounced. The state of 
affairs is so evident that Judge Jerome would be shirking his duty 
and be held for a responsibility which does not in fact belong upon his 
shoulders, if he did not take official notice of the violations of the law 
which expose so many lives to danger. 

If the District Attorney shows the same fearlessness and energy in 
this investigation that he has in others which he has undertaken suc- 
cessfully, a number of theatres in New York will be compelled to 


close their doors. This will not be an unmitigated evil.

NCIDENTALLY, it might be worth while for Mr. Jerome to ascer- 
| tain whether the fire and building laws were complied with in the 
construction of the Liberty Theatre, and then investigate the circum- 
stances which surrounded the approval of the plans for that theatre 
by the Building Department.
